RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 6th January, 2004 

No. 200 12/10/2003-BCC. —Whereas the Government of India has considered it expedient to provide reservation in 
civil posts and services underthe State for economically backward classes (EBCs) not covered by the existing Reservation 

Policy; 

2 And whereas the Government of India also consider it proper to elicit the views of State Govenmients/Union 
territories and others on the subject; 

3. And whereas a detailed examination would be required to determine die basis for identification of economically 
backward classes and suggest the measures and quantum of reservation diereto; 

4 Now, therefore, the Government of India has resolved to constitute for a period of one year a Commission to 
consult die State Govemments/Union territories and others and work out the modalities so as to give effect to the proposed 
reservation for EBCs not covered by die existing Reservation Policy. 

5. The terms & reference of die Commission are as follows; 

(a) to e 1 i c it the views of die State Govemments/Union territori es and others on th e s ub j ect; 

(b) to recommend the measures and quantum of reservation; 

(e) I o suggest cri teria for identification of economically backward classes; and 
(d) to present to die President a Report of their deliberations and recommendations. 

6. (I ) Hie Commission shall consist of a Chairperson, four Members and a Secretary, 

(2) The Chairperson and every- other Member shall be a person of ability, integrity and standing. 

7. The Comm ission shall obtain such information as it may deem necessary' or relevant to die subject matter from die 
Central Government, State Governments, Union territories, odieraudiorities, organizations and individuals. 

s. T1 ic C ommission may adopt its own procedure of working and may visit any part of India as and when considered 

necessary. 

9. The Headqnarters of die Commission shall be in New- Delhi. 

1 (). The Commission will submit itsReport to die President within aperiod of one yearfrom die date of notification 
of this Resolution.
